and Robert T. Lincoln for Vico 
President. 
From

standpoint it would be difficult to 
discover anything seriously objection 
able to such a ticket. We all know 
that Blaino is one of the ablest and 
soundest statesmen that America has 
ever produced. 
Indeed, had he 


figured in public nft'uirs fifty or 
seventy-five years ago he 
would 


have been regarded as a really great 
man. 
Ha is by odds the choice of 


PaoiSc coast Bopxiblicans for the 
Presidency, and his candidacy would 
arouse more enthusiasm 
than has 


been witnessed in a Proaidential 
campaign hare since General Grant 
first ran for the office. The fact that 
Blaiuo and Conkliug hw.vo been per- 
sonally unfriendly for a. few years 
past should not cut much of a figure 
.at this time. 
"When Conkling first 


quarreled, with President 
GurfleU 


and Secretary Elaine ho had ratiny 
friends who espoused his cause; and 
his open opposition ut that time in a 
Presidential campaign would have 
been a serious matter. Tlie factional 
prejudices then engendered have, 
wo believe, mostly been forgotten, 
and the chances are that, if Blaine 
were to come forth ns an aspirant for 
the nomination, all differences be- 
tween him and Conkling would be 
compromised. Blaine would bo a ra- 
markably strong candidate. 
His 


views on the important issues of tho 
dny—so far as they are known—are 
generally sound and practical; and 
ho is a man who cannot Ijs moulded 
as a piece of putty in tho hands of 
othera. Among the public men of tho 
Nation, James G. Blaino, is to-day, 
perhaps, 
the 
best 
representative 


American. 
Tho 
other 
gentleman 


mentioned, Mr. Lincoln, wonkl be 
acceptable to tho entire country• and 
especially to tho colored element. 
He is not much known in public life, 
but has filled an important Cabinet 
position long enough to show that he 
possesses administrative ability; and 
he is said to have inherited many of 
thoso noble qualities of liuurt uurt 
mind that his father possessed in so 
eminent a degree, and which have 
made the name of Lincoln loved and 
honored everywhere. 
Thcro is, of 


course, no telling how things) may 
.shape themselves before the meeting 
of the National Convention; nor can 
bay one with propriety say that Blaine 
and Liucoln ara the only persons do- 
serving of their party's support for 
tho high offices named; but now it 
looks as if the Republicans — with a 
sound and comprehensive platform — 
might well afford to place thoir ban- 
ner in the hands of theso men." 


Noah Brooks of tha New YorkTiines, 


under the hend of ''California Revisit- 
ed," makes nu interesting comparison 
of tho post and praaent features of San 
Francisco. He says: I must confess 
that I do not know Sau Francisco in its 
new garb. 
Tho change is simply won- 


derful. 
We used in old times to plume 


ourselves greatly ou the fact that real 
houses with haudsoruo furniture a 
flno pnintiugs, uud real business blocks 
and real pavements covered the stiudy, 
uud swept slopes. These are now re- 
placed \>y business) buildings that «ve us 
elegant uud massive us any city on tho 
ooiuiueut, 
So far as my observation 


goes, the builders of this new city seem 
to have given over all lear of eartu- 
quolces. They defy heaven with their 
cloud-capped towers and gorgeous pal- 
aces. Of nil tho changes in Sun Fran- 
cisco, that which has transformed tho 
sand waste back of the first hills into a 
handsome city, is tho most marvelous. 
It is like taking glimpes of Aladdin's 
palace for tho returning San Francis- 
cans to meet one of the cable cars, and 
with balnd breath be whirled up a steep 
hill which he remcuibprs to have been a 
desolated dticlivity, aud now finds cov- 
ered with comely aud tasteful dwell- 
ings. This city should bo tho paradise 
of architects. 
Nobody seems to think 


of building a somber house. The pre- 
vailing stylo is what might bo called tho 
delirious Quocu Anne. Of all the efflor- 
escent, floriated bnlbonsness and flaui- 
boyaut cruzitiess that over decorated a 
city I think San Francisco may carry 
oil' the prize. Aud yet, such is the 
glittering aud metallic brightness of the 


air, 
when it is not surcharged with fog, 


that I am not sure but this riotous ran 
of architectural fancy is not just what 
the city needs to redeem its otherwise 
hard nakedness. Nobody knows what 
the geranium, passion flower, fuschii. 
and Australian gum is capable of until 
he has seen these in Sau Francisco, but 
the sum of local elegance and inquiring 
gazo falls on tho stately palaces of the 
railroad magnates, crowning Nob Hill. 
There is a shoddyito insolence about 
Iheso great houses that may 
well 


revive 
the 
iro 
of 
tho 
sauci-lottors 


nnd Kearueyites. For tho most part, 
theso palaces which 
are 
built of 


wood aud are very ornate, have no air 
of habitation. Thoy are dark and for- 
bidding, and the general effect of tho 
whole group is repressing. 
llegardin 


those gorgeous dwellings, built out of 
spoils of Government and the people, 


j one ueed not be surprised that the Com 
muuists have threatened to raze them 
to the ground. 
Tho Californiac is an 


optimist. He has a grim sense of humoi 
as he laughs at the short comings anc 
dishonesties of his Government, but i 
must be said, that in San Francisco, at 
lenst, tho Oaliforuiun pays his taxes 
and bears his burden like u man.
